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“ My  father  was  a posthumous  child,  horn  after  his  patrimony  had  been  distri- 
buted. He  was  educated  by  his  mother,  who  had  only  a small  annuity.  He 
was  exceedingly  industrious,  but  suffered  from  a disease  of  the  lungs  from 
shortly  after  my  birth  to  the  end  of  his  life.  I am  the  result  of  necessity  and 
perseverance.  I was  a weakly  and  ailing  child,  confined  to  my  chair  eight 
months  of  the  year,  and  never  eating  animal  food.  My  mother  taught  me  my 
letters  and  how  to  write  them.  My  father  employed  me  to  make  extracts  for 
him.  My  chief  occupation  T#as  reading,  on  my  knees,  the  ‘Encyclopaedia 
Britannica,’  and  making  card  models  of  the  machinery,  &c.  At  twelve  I began 
the  world  to  provide  for  myself  and  help  my  family.  It  has  been  a very  kind 
and  benevolent  world  to  me ; and  I only  suffered  sufficient  opposition  to  induce 
me  to  persevere.  I have  been  invited  to  join  more  than  one  commercial  firm, 
and  also  offered  by  the  Grovernment  a more  important  and  lucrative  appoint- 
ment ; but  I have  kept  firmly  to  my  early  plan,  to  form  the  largest  and  most 
complete  Zoological  Collection  known,  which  I hope  I have  done.”— Extract  cf 
a Letter  to  a Friend . 
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This  “List  of  Books,  Memoirs,  and  Miscellaneous  Papers 99  was 
commenced  by  Dr.  Gray  in  the  latter  part  of  1871,  but  was  not 
published  on  account  of  his  ill-health.  He  continued  to  add 
his  additional  memoirs  to  the  list  up  to  the  end  of  1873 ; but 
it  will  be  seen  by  a reference  to  the  list  that  as  Dr.  Gray  added  his 
papers  he  did  not  alter  the  numbers  to  correspond,  but  made  use 
of  the  letters  a,  6,  c,  &c.  I have  added  the  remainder  of  his 
papers,  published  in  1874-75,  in  consecutive  order ; but  the  total 
number,  instead  of  being  1096,  should  be  1162.

This  paper  and  the  one  on  the 
progress  of  Zoology  were  the  forerunners  of  the  various  works 
published  on  the  progress  of  Natural  History  and  the  more 
modern  ‘ Zoological  Record.’

The  preface  and  the  introduction  to  the  study  of  Botany  and 
its  terms,  occupying  the  half  of  the  first  volume  containing  the 
essence  of  the  “ Decandolle  Theory  ” and  “ Mirbel’s  Elements,” 
were  written  by  my  father;  the  systematic  synopsis  of  the  plants, 
occupying  the  rest  of  the  book,  by  myself,  under  my  father’s 
superintendence.  I was  assisted  in  this  part  by  MM.  Decandolle 
and  Dunal,  R.  A.  Salisbury  and  E.  T.  Bennett.  The  book  was 
delayed  for  nearly  a year,  when  all  but  the  end  of  the  first 
volume  was  printed,  by  Mr.  R.  Brown  ordering  me  to  return  a 
copy  of  Nees  von  Esenbeck  which  Sir  Joseph  Banks  had  kindly 
lent  me,  and  which  I was  unable  to  consult  again ; so  I had 
no  means  of  finishing  the  Fungi  until  I could  obtain  another 
copy  from  Germany.  My  father  wrote  an  article  on  the 
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advantages  of  the  natural  method  of  plants  in  one  of  the 
Quarterly  Reviews ; and  I had  taught  and  demonstrated 
botany  on  the  Jussieu  system  in  Maze  Pond,  Sloane  Street, 
and  Hatton  Garden  a few  years  before  the  publication  of  this 
book.

This  and  other  works  in  preparation  were  stopped  by  the 
death  of  General  Hardwicke.  He  being  afraid  that  the  husband 
of  one  of  his  two  Indian  daughters  intended  to  put  him  into 
confinement,  on  account  of  his  fondness  for  Natural  History, 
came  to  London  and  lodged  with  a cousin,  who,  unfortunately, 
soon  after  died.  He  continued  to  live  with  her  husband  at 
South  Lambeth  until  he  died.  Shortly  after  his  death,  the  sons- 
in-law  commenced  a bill  in  Chancery  to  discover  certain  bills 
and  other  securities  for  money  lent  to  his  landlord,  who  was 
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his  executor,  and  also  to  obtain  an  injunction  to  restrain  me 
from  publishing  any  works  that  we  might  have  jointly  com- 
menced. The  executor  went  abroad,  and  the  case  dragged  on 
its  slow  existence  for  many  years,  during  which  time  one  of 
the  sons-in-law  poisoned  himself ; and  I accidentally  heard  that 
the  other  and  his  imbecile  daughter  were  dying  and  about  to 
be  moved  to  St.  Pan  eras  Workhouse.  I immediately  told  my 
attorney  to  inform  the  attorney  on  the  other  side  that  I gave 
up  all  interest  in  the  works,  and  was  ready  to  purchase  them 
at  a fair  price ; but  the  poor  old  man  refused  to  part  with  them 
to  me,  and  I found  that  they  were  sent  in  a most  confused 
state  to  be  sold  at  an  auctioneer’s,  so  that  there  was  no  putting 
them  in  series. 

By  these  proceedings  I lost  many  nights’  labour,  and  was 
prevented  from  publishing  the  text  and  the  other  works  com- 
menced until  they  were  out  of  date,  the  knowledge  of  Indian 
animals  having  very  greatly  increased  during  the  period. 

I agreed  to  publish  General  Hardwicke’s  drawings  without 
any  remuneration,  on  condition  that  the  drawings  and  what 
specimens  he  had  were  left  to  the  British  Museum  (which  at 
that  time  had  scarcely  any  Indian  species),  and  to  have  what 
remained  of  the  works  after  they  had  repaid  their  outlay  ; but 
the  sale  of  the  works  was  not  to  be  forced,  and  the  stock  was 
to  be  in  my  care.  The  India  Company  most  liberally  took  a 
considerable  number  of  copies  at  the  publication  price,  which 
repaid  General  Hardwicke  a great  part  of  the  outlay.  (See 
discussion  on  this  subject  before  the  Committee  of  the  House  of 
Commons  on  the  British  Museum.)

These  works  are  a selection  of  the  drawings  of  Edward  Lear 
and  Mr.  Waterhouse  Hawkins,  two  artists  whom  I introduced 
to  the  Earl  of  Derby.  Mr.  Lear  became  quite  a member  of 
the  household,  and  there  made,  for  the  use  of  the  grandchildren, 
the  sketches  published  as  “ Nonsense  Rhymes.” 

I was  in  the  habit  for  many  years  of  receiving  one  and  fre- 
quently two  or  three  letters  daily  from  his  lordship  on  the  sub- 
ject of  his  menagerie  and  collections,  and  I went  two  or  three 
times  a year  to  see  them.  His  lordship  placed  a room  at 
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Knowsley  at  my  disposal ; but  I never  slept  there  but  once,  as 
it  was  more  convenient  to  spend  my  evenings  with  my  daughter, 
who  lived  at  Liverpool.  His  lordship  directed  that  the  head 
keeper  and  his  curator  should  attend  to  my  directions ; but  1 
studiously  abstained  from  giving  any,  except  by  making  sug- 
gestions to  Lord  Derby.  Lord  Derby,  a few  years  before  his 
death,  consulted  me  about  the  disposal  of  his  ornithological 
specimens  and  other  stuffed  animals,  and  asked  me  if  they  were 
desirable  for  the  British  Museum,  of  which  he  was  a trustee.  I 
replied  that,  through  his  kindness  and  liberality,  we  had  most 
of  the  specimens  that  were  in  his  museum ; perhaps  there 
might  he  from  seventy  to  a hundred  that  were  desirable  for  the 
Museum,  which  he  might  leave  us  the  power  to  select  if  he  was 
so  disposed ; but  I recommended  that,  as  a nobleman  living  in 
Lancashire,  he  should  leave  his  museum  to  Liverpool,  Man- 
chester, or  some  of  the  large  toAvns  of  the  county.  He  consulted 
his  son ; and  the  collection  was  eventually  left  to  Liverpool,  and 
forms  the  basis  of  their  very  interesting  Dree  Museum.  When 
the  collection  was  received  and  opened  to  the  public,  there  was, 
as  usual  in  England,  a public  entertainment,  to  which,  by  some 
oversight,  I was  not  invited,  though  several  London  men  were 
there  ; and  one  speaker,  in  returning  thanks,  dilated  on  the  great 
richness  of  the  collection  of  birds  as  compared  with  that  in  the 
British  Museum,  and  the  great  exertions  made  by  the  officers  of 
that  institution  to  induce  his  lordship  to  leave  it  his  collections. 

The  collection  of  living  animals  was  sold  at  Lord  Derby’s 
death,  and  his  successor  wrote  to  me  requesting  me  to  find 
situations  for  the  several  keepers,  <fcc.  The  person  who  had 
chief  charge  of  the  menagerie  became  superintendent  of  the 
Zoological  Society’s  Gardens. 

Knowsley  Menagerie  was  certainly  the  best  and  most  econo- 
mically conducted  collection  of  living  animals  that  I ever  knew. 
Lord  Derby  sent  out  several  travellers  to  the  southern  parts  of 
Africa,  and  to  other  parts  of  the  world,  many  of  whom  I en- 
gaged for  him ; but  the  experience  I gained  would  not  induce 
me  to  employ  collectors  abroad,  as  they  never  make  such  col- 
lections as  they  would  do  if  working  on  their  own  account  and 
with  their  own  capital.

This  list  was  composed  because  English  conchologists  were 
complaining  of  the  great  number  of  genera  l was  forming  and 
naming,  to  show  them  that  the  genera  used  in  the  Museum 
collection  had  almost  all  of  them  been  used  by  acknowledged 
authors,  and  very  few  of  them  named  by  me — and,  at  the  same 
time,  that  many  authors  had  written  on  the  subject,  and  were 
far  in  advance  of  the  Lamarckian  system.  Very  shortly  after 
the  publication  of  this  list,  the  genera  brought  together  were 
adopted,  and  elementary  books  were  published  in  different 
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languages  based  upon  it.  But  some  English  conchologist 
would  persist  in  regarding  many  of  the  new  genera  as  first 
named  by  myself,  and  found  fault  with  me  for  creating  them : 
I believe,  however,  that  out  of  the  810  not  more  than  20 
were  named  by  me,  and  most  of  these  because  the  previous 
name  had  been  used  in  another  sense  or  for  another  genus.
